Sorta, Sept. 8.—Elections were held 
throughoutthe country yesterday, resulting 
in a great triumph ifor the Government. 
Prime Minister Stambuloff and other Minis- 
ters were elected in three different districts 
and many seats were gaind. 


Sister Rese Gertrude’s Troubles. 


HONOLULU, Aug. 24, via San Francisco, Cal., 
Sept. 8.—Sister Rose Gertrude is the focus of 
a storm in Hawaii. On her arrival from Eag- 
land instead of being sent to the Molokal 
leper settlement, as was intended, she was 
placed in a receiving hospital at Kalihi, two 
mites from Honolulu. This is where all per- 
sons suspected of leprosy are examined, as 
are also some ofthe lepers selected by Dr. 
Lutz, a specialist lately arrived from Ger- 
many. Recently the community was sur- 
prised by an announcement in a morning 
paper that Sister Rose had stated to 
a reporter that unless certain matters 
were remedied by the Board of Health she 
would resign the same day. Representative 
W. Kalus, a native member, moved in the 
Legisiature fora select committee to investi- 
gate the complaints made by Sister Rose 
against the management of the hospital. He 
related that he took this action at the request 
of thesister. The committee was appointed 
and took the testimony of many witnesses at 
the institution. It has been announced to the 
House by the chairman of the committee that, 
owing tothe importance of the subject, the 
report of the committee would be printed be- 
fore its presentation. The sister’s chief com- 
plaint is that Charles Kahalaki, resident 
overseer of the hospital, himseif detained as a 
leper, has interfered with the affairs of her- 
self and the doctors. She charges him with 
advising patients not to take the prescribed 
medicines and counseling them rather to 
trust in God and practicing someof the arts 
of the Hawalian Kahuna, or medicine man. 
It ie complained that Charlie made patient’s 
work when the sister, as nurse, under the 
order of Dr. Lutzasa physician, prescribed 
rest; also that, although a leper, he takes the 
freedom of the town. Most grievously is 
Sister Rose incensed, however, over the offen- 
sive remarks that the overseer is reported to 
uave made freely among the inmates about 
the sister’s going out for airings with the 
doctor. His gossip having got be- 
yond the hospital into the city increases 
the offense, especially as a former Minister, 
who is also au ex-member of the Board of 
Health, told the Roman Catholic Bishop that 
it might be necessary forthe Board of Health 
to deinand the sister’s resignation. The cause 
of all this talk ils that the sister and doctor 
have sought recreation from their unpleas- 
ant duties in jaunts in the surrounding coun- 
try, amusing themselves by amateur photo- 
graphy onthe way. Sister Kose demanded of 
the Board of Health the summary dismissal! 
ofthe overseer. The board was inthe midst 
of an investigation of hercharges, when she 
complained to the Legisiature. The only 
countercharge made by Charlie is said tobe 
that the sister threatened that if patients did 
not testify against him she and the doctor 
would leave the place, which would break up 
the institution and necessitate that they all 
go to dreaded Molokal. 


Row in a Theater. 


LonpoN, Sept. 8.—An exciting encounter 
took piace last night in the lobby of Drury 
Lane Theater. Harris & Pettit’s new play, 
„ Million of Money, was the attrac- 
tion and the house was filled. 
Between the acts Mr. W hbist- 
ler, the artist, met Mr. Moore, editor 
of the Hawk, and proceeded to chastise him 
for having published a severe criticism. Ac- 
counts of the affair differ materially, but all 
go to show that Whistler began hostilities. 
An account considered reliable goes to show 
that Whistler slipped out in the foyer be- 
tween the third and fourth Acts and struck 
the editor with a cane. Moore defended him- 
self by knocking his assailantdown. Horace 
Lingard, it appears, then rushed at Moore 
and fared no better than Whistler.

It is believed that other relatives of the de- 
céased General will be ordered to leave. 


A Diplemeat’s Opinien, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 8.—Mr. Samuel Kim- 
berly, Secretary of the American legation to 
the Central American States, said yesterday 
that as far as he knew the State Department 
had the most perfect confidence in the pres- 
ent Minister to Central America. He does not 
believe that serious complications will gréw 
out of the Barrundia matter. 


Dominion Finances. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 8.—The total net 
debt of the Dominion of Canada on Aug. 31, 
1890, was 3236, 859, 9380. At the close of the fis- 
cal year, June 30 last, it was $238, 048,638, being 
a decrease during July and August of $1, 488, 
708. The total expenditure on account of con- 
solidated fund for these two months was 
$4,274,434. The revenue for the same period 
was $6,525,691, showing a net surplus of rev- 
enue over expenditure of $2,251,157, 


A Banquet te Wiesmann, 


BREMEN, Sept. 8.—Baron Wiesmann of East 
African fame was given a banquet in this city 
last night. In the course of a speech which 
he made he announced hig design of placing 
steamers on Lakes Victoria Nyassa and Tiam- 
ganyika. He also said he would go to England 
to arrange for the construction of wessels for 
service ou the lakes, 


Cardinal Manning and the Miners. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 8.—In his letter to the 
Social Science Congress, now in session at 
Liege, Cardinal Manning urged the establish- 
ment of eight hours as a working day for 
miners,that no women be employed in mines, 
the observance of Sunday by the workmen, 
and the adoption of a sliding scale of wages. 


A Big Strike at Southampton. 


LONDON, Sept. 8—The dock laborers, coal 
porters, sailors and firemen at Southampton 
have struck against the employment of non- 
union men. ‘The strikers have placed pickets 
at the railway stat‘eons, who menace non- 
unionionists who are goum from this city to 
take their places, 


The Floods in Austria. 


VIENNA, Sept. 8.—The Finance Minister is 
blamed for his miserly policy in regard to 
providing protection against floods. It is 
claimed thatentirely insuflicient appropria- 
tions have been made for this purpose. The 
Emperor has given nearly $10,000 personally 
for the benefit of the sufferers by the floods. 


A Portuguese Protest. 


Oporto, Sept. 8.—A meeting was held here 
to. day to protest against the Anglo- Portuguese 
African agreement. Several of the speakers 
made violent attacks upon the Government. 
The police finally interfered and broke up the 
meeting.

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MAFFITT WON'T RUN. 


HE POSITIVELY DECLINES TO BECOME A 
CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 


What Is Said ef Ed Butler's Positien ia the 
Ninth District Centest—Why Geerge 
Bain Was Ignored by the MeFali- 
Pohliman Central Committee—General 
Political News. , 


Chairman O. C. Maditt of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee stated very emphatieally 
this morning that hothing could induce him 
to bea Congressional candidate. Saturday 
and yesterday a number of his 
friends conceived the idea of en- 
tering him tor the Democratic 
nomination to get around the difficulty 
caused by Jim Butler’s candidacy. Their 
argument was that Butler would give Mr. 
Maffitt a clear track if he cared to ask for the 
nomination. 

Mr. Mamtt was seen at the State bank 
by a Post-DisPatcH reporter to-day 
and asked if he had authorized 
anybody to present his name in connecti on 
with the Ninth District nemination. He sald: 
„I have no ambition whatever to be a candi- 
date, and there is no inducement to get me in 
the field. Ihave a number of reasons for em- 
phatioally stating that I do not care te go to 
Congress or make an attempt to 
get there. But 1 do want to 
see the Democratic candidate elected, 
whoever he may be. It is of the utmost im- 
portance to our party that we carry the next 
Congress and for that reason we should nom- 
inate eur strongest man. lam confident that 
the Ninth District Democracy will take the 
same view of the matter and put up @ man 
that can defeat the Republican nomines.’’ 

When questioned concerning Jim Butler’s 
candiducy, Mr. Maffitt had nothing to say.

NOT MANIFESTED THAT WAY.

The statement was heard by many of Mrs. 
Woodworth’s followers in the congregation 
with surprise.

Ben Deeriug says that Mrs. Worthwerth’s 
meetings are not half as sensational and 
peculiar as the great revival meetings held in 
Clark County, Ky., in 1806, when many of 
the leading Methodist, Baptist and Preaby- 
torlan ministersidid the preaching. The 
people came from points a hundred miles dis- 
tant and camped on the grounds for weeks. 
Hundreds of men fell prostrate in the woeds 
and fields, clear away from the platform and 
out ot reach ot the ermons. It is said thas 
some lay onthe ground several days before 
regaining consciousness. , Hundreds were 
converted, Many of the cenverts 
afterward became preachers themselves. 
The meeting resulted im a general religious 
reformation throughout the State. The 
preachers did not claim any healing or other 
special power, and were not simgular or un- 
usual in doctrine or method. Mr. Deering 
thinks the Woodworth meetings evidence of 
the power of religious fanaticism and superstie 
tious ideas over ordinary minds. He 
says that im great revival meetings in 
this state he has seen many such remarkable 
things occur as bave been witnessed at Mra. 
Woodworth’s meetings; but in every in- 
stance the person affected had been subjected 
to great religious fear or excitement, by over- 
zealous friends, or by unusual outbreaks of 
religious fervor,

A Terrific Collision. 


LOCKPORT, N. T., Sept. 8.—At 5:05 o’cloek 
this morning two North Shore limited trains,

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—The House 
bill to set apartacertain tract of land (on 
which the big trees stand) in California as a 
public park, was passed without amendment.

making paragraph 219 read, ‘‘white pine 
shingles 20 cents per thousand; all others 30 
cents per thougand.’’ 

Mr. Plumb offered the amendment, of which 
he hed given notice onthe 18th of August, 
imposing a tax of $1.25 per galion on distilled 
spirits. He seid that he offered it because he 
believed that if would be necessary 
to have the additional revenue which 
would be thus provided ($21,508,000) to 
meot the requirements of the Government. He 
was not unmindful of the fact that the queg- 
tion that had been discussed from an entirely 
different standpointand that very elaborate 
efforts have been made to show that there 
would be no deficiency, In fact he was bound 
to presume that when the tariff passed the 
House of Representatives, those who were 
responsible for it believed that under it the 
necessar revenue would be collected. 
The reduction of revenue which the 
bill, as it passed the House, would 
effect had been estimated at $71,000,000. By 
the restoration of the tobacco tax in the 
Senate, that reduction had beer diminished to 
$60,000,000, qualified by the somewhat ambigu- 
ous statement from the Finance Committee 
that if importations were Kept up on the 
present scale, notwithstanding the increase 
of duties, the reduction of revenue would be 
only about 820, 000, 000. 

Mr. Plumb went on to give a resume of the 
appropriations of the year and to argue that 
the appropriations for future years would 
not fall a hort of those or this 
year and would in regard to pensions, 
Ste., largely exceed them. He estimated 
the cost under the new pension bill at fifty 
miliions atleast. There would be added to 
the list of pensioners, widows and dependent 
parents tothe amount of at least $10,000,000, 
and there would be added, he believed, at 
least 400,000 soldiers.

Bronson Howard has cleverly iftertwined 
charming romance with the stern and stirring 
realities of war ir this remarkable play. He 
even suggests the shuddering horrors of war, 
but with a delicacy, an absence of brutal and 
shocking details and, more important still, 
with such an attendant suggestion of humau 
sympathy that the mind of the spectator, while 
impressed with the cruelty of war, is also 
filled with a saving view of the irresistible 
bond of sympathy which uncensciously linked 
the hearts of those in conflict. It would be 
difficult to find a scene in which suggestion is 
used so powerfully as in the third act, where 
all the vast movements of an army in battle.

THE CROP REPOATS. 


Ground Toe Pry for Plowing in Several 
Counties—Correspondents’ Remarks. 


The bulletin of the Missouri State Board of 
Agriculture, co-operating with the United 
States Signal Service, for the week ending 
Sept. 6, 1890, shows fifty reports from the dif- 
ferent counties of the State. The rainfall for 
the week was normal in the Northwest and 
below the normal in other sections. The tem- 
peratare and sunshine were normal in all 
sections. 

The Mississipp! River Valley counties, from 
Lewis.and Shelby south to Cape Girardeau 
and Bollinger are needing rain. In several of 
these counties the ground is too dry for plow- 
ing. In other sections of the State the soil is 
in good condition and late corn, late potatoes 
and pasture are doing well. Wheat seeding 
has begun in some counties and reports from 
all sections state that an increased acreage 
will be sown. 

The correspondents’ remarks are as follows: 

Adair—Good rains have fallen, which win 
help corn and pastures. 

Bates—Wheat sowing begun; some corn 


cut. 

Caldwell—Late potatoes will be fine; corn 
being cut and sorghum made up; pastures the 
best for years. 

Cape Girardeau—Rain needed very much to 
prepare ground for wheat; grass and stock 
water scarce; late potatoes and turnips a 
failure. 

Chariton—Corn will make an average crop; 
large crop of wheat will be sown. 

Dade—Ground in good shape; pastures fine. 

Gentry—Corn 100 per cent and ripening ne- 
ly; wheat, 200 per cent. . 

Jackson—Season is all that could be desired, 

Jefferson—Corn ripening finely. Late po- 
tatoes doing well. 

Linn—Early corn secure, Late corn green 
and wants twenty days’ warm weather to 
suve It from injury from frost. Farmers get- 
ting ground in excellent shape for a large 
acreage of wheat. 

Mercer—We will have full crop of cern; 
pasture fine. 

Ozark—Some corn blown dows; ground in 
gooa condition. 

Polk—Corn and pasture geod; ground in 
good condition for plowing. 

Putnam—Crops doiag well; plowing pro- 
gressing. 

W orth—Favorable for corn and plowing. A 
larger acreage of wheat than for many years 
will be sown.

Certain 
points will be named es gathering places, and 
at each of them all the cattie in the adjacent 
districts will be assembled. When they are 
brought together three-fifths will be 
chosen by men especially deputed 
for the purpose which must be 
shipped by Nov. I. The presidential order 
requires that balf the cattle in the strip be 
shipped by Noy. 1, but in order to prevent any 
controversy oa this point we intend to see 
that three-fifths at least go. Alter this official 
selection has been made, the choice resting 
entirely with the men appointed by the cattle 
owners, and including the animals in the 
best condition for the market, the individual 
owners will be allowed to send out theirown 
men and to select such stock as they desire 
to send with the first shipment. 

A WELL ORGANIZED GATHERING.

If the Bradford eight has any idea that they 
cau peat the famous Atalantas again a chance 
is offered themtotry it. There has been so 
much talk about the Bradfords being defeated 


by reason ofthe race being sold out that the 
impression nas gone abroad that they might 
have won at the National, although good 
8 gay that they were in no condition to 

ave done 0. Nowa chance is offered the 
Bradford to prove whether they cap leave 
their famous rivals behind in a mile and a 
half race,if they want to try it. Mr. Charies H. 
Thayer of the Point of Pines said yesterday 
that he would give prizes worth $250 to the 
winning crew for another maten race between 
the Bradrords and the Atalantas, providing 
that the race is rowed at the Point of Pines 
before Sept. 15. This amount of money would 
purchase nine very fine prizes for the mem- 
bers of the winning eight. It might be 
thought that. the Atalantas would refuse to 
row the Bradfords again after having won this 
year’s championship, but the Atalantas are 
true sportsmen, and row solely for the sport 
of the thing and nothing else. It is believed, 
in view of this fact, that they might be willing 
to come on here and prove to the satisfaction 
of all that the Bradfords are not in it with 
them now. Possibly, were the Bradfords 
to get into proper shape, they would be in it 
after ali. If so thé people of Boston would 
be glad to know it. A victory over the Ata- 
lantas now would bea big feather in the caps 
of the Bradfords, and certainly it is worth 
trying for on their part. Excellent water may 
befound at the Point ef Pines, and sucha 
match race, after all that has happened 
would attract thousands of spectators an 
would give a great boom to amateur rowing. 
It is sincerely hoped here that the Atalanta 
eight willlook favorably upon the offer, and 
come on aud give the Bradfords a chance to 
prove whether they beat them on their merits 
or because the race was sold.“ 

Amatchr is likely to be the outcome of 
the trouble fü the Bradford eight. Oarsman 
John F. Cumming of Worcester, about whom 
there bas been so much talk of late in con- 
nection with the race with the Atalantas on 
Lake Quinsigamond, wan to row Stroke 
John Ryan of the Bradferds. Cumming rows 
No. 3inthe same boat. There seems to be 
some little feeling between them, and, asa 
result of this, there is a chance that a match 


race may result. Ryan, it is said, has 
criticised Cumming’s stroke. He has 
said, it is alleged, that it was 


not a good one, and that he finished with his 
hands not close enough in front of him. 
Worse than that, he is said to have remarked 
that Cumming was no good, and that be 
was a back number. To be sure, Cumming 
has been rowing fer something like sixteen or 
eighteen years, but he does not think that he 
is on the shelf,’’ as Ryan has said. He isn’t 
stuck on Ryan’s style of rowing himself, and 
could criticise it if he wanted to do so.
